SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled The Face No 58 November2001, is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The publication is a lifestyle magazine, originating from the UK, and aimed at an 
audience of men and women in their late teens to early twenties. The magazine 
covers a range of issues of interest to this audience, including music, art, fashion, and, 
in this particular issue, sex. 

The November issue of “The Face” magazine has a focus on sex, and as such, 
includes various articles, comments and images associated with this. The manner in 
which sex is treated by the magazine includes references which are euphemistic and 
humorous, and others which are more explicit in tone. 

The magazine has artistic and cultural merit. It is a well produced, textually rich, 
publication which is considered an authoritative source on the issues and demographic 
which it addresses. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in relation to this 
publication. The classification represents the minimum interference with the freedom 
of expression consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. 
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
